The recent earthq uakes In Grenada. 
Nicarag ua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thoug ht to presag o a revival 
o l the yolcano of Mombaeho. 
The 
m ountain is about 3,000 feet hig h and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the g reater q uantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake Nicarag ua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises.

St. P eter?bcro, Dec. 23.—There has been 
an enorm ous Jailing of! iu th e governm ent 
revenues from th e 
am ine stricken prov­ 
inces. 
In the province of Voronezh alone the 
deficit for September was 670,060 roubles; 
for October it w as 800.000 roubles, arid for 
November it was 1.000,000 roubles, 
it is 
calculated that by the end ot December the 
arrears will reach the euro of 5,000,000 
roubles. 
Sim ilar conditions prevail in tile 
other province* affected by the lambie, and 
the prospects are just as gloomy. 
The 
passport, labor and other restricting laws 
have been removed so as to enable the 
peasants to m ig!ate. 
Reports of the merciless repression of 
outlawry are continually being received. 
Tile civil authorities do not depend upon 
themselves alone to put down brigandage 
and other lawless acts, but upon the merest 
pretext they sum m on the m ilitia, evidently

T is not often that 
one pays so heavily 
for one act of forget­ 
fulness as I have done.

H o w th e D ay i9 O b s e rv e d B y O u r 
S o u th e r n N e ig h b o rs . 
There is no count ry in the world 
where Christmas is better observed 
than in Mexico, as I found during my 
long residence I n the Mexican capi­ 
ta l. There, as in Spain, the Noche 
Buena or Christmas eve is anaecasion 
scarcely secondary to the Nos Navid- 
j dad (Christmas) itself. The streets 
and plazas are thronged. Of all the 
shop windows so gay and brilliant in 
their holiday attire none is so bright 
as the confectioner’s. Nowhere is the 
confectioner's art carried to greater 
perfection. The window' of every large 
confectionery in Mexico is a revela­ 
tion, crowded as it is with cakes of 
such an elaborate character as are 
never seen in our own country, many 
of them consisting of numerous alter­ 
nate layers of the richest creams of 
various colors and flavors, sugared 
and glaced fruits, etc. If we look be­ 
yond the rich display such a window 
contains, this Christmas eve, we shall 
see within troops of bewitching senor- 
and I left without locking j itas readily complying with the invi­ 
tations of their debonnaire escorts 
and reveling in elaborate constructed 
cakes, caramelen, chocolates and cust­ 
ards. 
At midnight of the Noche Buena all 
Mexico forsakes its pleasures and re­ 
pairs to the Mi?a dei Gallo or mass 
of the cock, a high mass of the most 
imposing character which, in every 
one of th ' magnificent temples reared 
by the Catholic Church in tlie City of 
M exico, is celebrated exactly at mid­ 
night on Christmas eve or morning to 
commemorate the Savior’s birth.

tile churches have ar: augmented choir 
and a large orchestra spec ially engaged 
for the occasion. Tne mass is cele­ 
brated with every concomitant th a t 
can heighten its effect and grandeur. 
The magnificent old cathedral on the

Sulphur Water as a Steady Drink In 
an Ohio Town. 
This town is “ d ry,” as is the county 
and the Dow law prophet is w ithout 
revenue at home. 
But what the peo 
pie lack in vinous, sprituous and m alt 
liquors they make up in & perennial 
flow of sulphus water. 
You drink sulphur water here or 
you don’t drink at all. 
“ The Prohibitionists used to tell 
us,” remarked one old 
residcnrer, 
‘jth at the devil furnished the beer 
and Bourbon. 
W ho furnishes this? 
And he drew a glass of wAte* from ^ 
hydrant. 
“ Who does?” I inquired.

I have beeen in a good m any towns 
where they had a . sulphur mineral 
spring or well, but this is the first 
one where it is in use for domestic, 
fire, and all other purposes.

St. P e t e r s b u r g , Dec. 23.—T here has been 
an enorm ous falling off in the governm ent 
revenues from the 
am ine stricken prov­ 
inces. 
In the province of Voronezh alone the 
deficit for Septem ber was 670,000 roubles; 
lor October it was 800,000 roubles, and for 
November it was 1,000,060 roubles, 
it is 
calculated that by the end ot December the 
arrears will reach the sum of 5,000,000 
roubles. 
Sim ilar conditions prevail in the 
other provinces affected by the lamine, and 
the prospects are ju st as gloom y. 
The 
passport, labor and other resiricting laws 
have been rem oved so as lo enable the 
peasants to m igiatc.
